Math student takes home the gold ye

selected for their above-average MCAS 
scores in 3rd grade math. 

The students participate in five com- 
petitions, once a month, from 
November through March. They are 
required to complete five logic and five 
problem-solving questions. 

“These ‘competitions are very diffi- 
cult," said Reynolds. "Ms. Tener and I 
look at the questions and we have dif- 
ficulty answering them. They are 
logic and multi-step, they go beyond 
the curriculum. They are not just 
about memorizing concepts learned in 


4th grade." 


The competition is run like a club; 
participants come to school an hour 
early every Tuesday morning. It does 
not take place in front of a live audi- 
ence like a spelling bee. Instead, stu- 
dents are given the questions in class 
before school. Each math problem 
has has a specific amount of time in 
which it must be completed. The 


teachers keep time. _ 

Reynolds and Tener coach their stu- 
dents on strategies through math 
games, using questions from previous 
years. 

"This year we had an egg hunt - I hid 
eggs with math questions inside 
them," said Reynolds. "We played 
Jeopardy and had relay races with 
math questions too." 

For Christmas, the students made 
chain link garlands to hang on their 
trees at home. Each link had a math 
problem they could use to challenge 
their parents and grandparents. "It 
was a fun, interactive way to practice 
for the competitions," Reynolds adds. 

Reynolds and Tener initiated the club 
in Wilmington to fill a need to mathe- 
matically challenge students. As a 
result of their success the West 
Intermediate entered the Math 
Olympiad last year with the help of 


‘Reynolds and Tener. 


"Math can be fun," said Reynolds. 


"We try really hard to make up inter: 
esting games so the kids have a good 
time and recognize that math is really : ; 
important. We really want kids to be | 
excited about and enjoy math because |

carrying on a tradition

n the seven decades since D-Day, there has always 
been a member of the Drew family “covering” the 
grave of Elmer Drew in the Memorial Day exercises. 


That was, until this year. 


Elmer Drew was 17 when he was killed on Omaha Beach 
on June 6, 1944 in the invasion of Normandy. 

“Grammy”: always wanted someone there,” said Maxine 
Burgess, who carried on the tradition for many years. 
“Grammy” was Mrs. Wavie M. Drew, Elmer’s mother and 


Maxine’s mother-in-law. 


“The hardest thing God asks you to do is to bury your 
child” said Mrs. Drew, quoted by Maxine. 

Elmer was the youngest of eight children, and Wavie 
Drew had to sign permission for him to join the Navy at age 
17 


In recent years, Kevin Richardson, a Boy Scout in Troop 
56 had stood along with Maxine and her husband, Tippy 
Burgess. Last year, Maxine asked Kevin to promise that he 
would continue covering the grave if she couldn’t be there. 

“Kevin took my arm and said, “Don’t you worry. I’ll be 


there,” she said. 


Their photo appeared on the front page of the Town Crier, 


after Memorial Day last year. 


“Covering” the grave is a ritual in the Memorial. Day exer- 
cises. A roll call of the servicemen is read, and when the 
each name is called, the person standing at that grave 
marker gives a salute, which is then returned by the 


Sergeant at Arms. 


This year, Maxine was not able to go to the cemetery. She 
was not up to standing in the sun for an hour. It bothered 
her terribly that nobody would be there. 

The next day, Kevin’s mother, Jerelyn Richardson deliv- 
ered an envelope to the Burgess’ home in Tewksbury. Inside 
were two photographs of Kevin, standing at Elmer Drew’s 
grave, together with a note, saying, “I kept my promise.” 

Kevin is 15 and a Life Scout in Wilmington’s Troop 56. He 
will soon be going for Eagle Scout. He is a student at the 


Landmark School in Beverly, associated with Endicott 


College. 


Four years ago, the grave markers in the Veterans’ Lot 
were replaced with new granite crosses and one star. The 
old aluminum markers were offered to the families of the

Marian Burbine pleads guilty 


Finegold to initiate legislation to improve day care safety 


Case prompted Sen.

Att orney Ryan announced 
that, Marian Burbine, 48, of 
‘Wakefield, pled guilty in 
Midd) dlesex Superior Court to 
Feckless endangerment of a 
child (6 counts) and operat- 
ing an unlicensed day care 
business (two counts). 
Middlesex Superior Court 
Judge Thomas Billings con- 
tinued sentencing until June 
23, 2014 at 9:00am in 
Courtroom 640. 

“The defendant has now 
admitted her responsibility 
for this horrendous case of 
child endangerment,” said 
District Attorney Ryan. 
“Parents of these young chil- 

‘dren entrusted their chil- 

dren’s wellbeing to the 
Burbines who portrayed 
themselves as caring and 
experienced - child care 
providers. Instead of ensur- 
ang, the children’s welfare 
and, -safety, however, the 
defendant knowingly put 
dhem at risk for sexual 
jabuse by her husband. This 
is a-parent’s worst fear and 
pwe, shope the resolution of 
this case will permit the 
“families of these young chil- 
yen -to begin the healing 
process.”

ation sponsored by Senator 
‘Barry Finegold last year, S. 
1136;.An Act relative to the 
‘protection of children. The 
pill;. which was replaced by 
-a similar bill S. 1839, passed 
dast, year and was signed 
into,law in September 2013. 
The Crier reached out to 
Finegold about Burbine’s 
plea... 
+ fObviously I was pleased 
to See what happened,” said 
Finegold, who is currently 
campaigning for State 


Treasurer. “With the legisla- 
tion passed, better finger- 
printing, and better over- 
sight over childhood facili- 
ties, I hope that what hap- 
pened with the Burbine case 
will never happen again.” 

At the time the Burbine 
case broke, Finegold and his 
wife were looking for day- 
care for their infant son- the 
law requires day care facili- 
ties to disclose their licenses 
to parents. 

“I wanted to make sure 
that there are protections in 
place and make sure that 
families have the informa- 


- tion that they need. I think, 


with the legislation that we 
passed and with the court 
case today, that’s a step in 
the right direction,” said 
Finegold. “That legislation 
moved quickly, there was a 
big-demand to do something 
and we did it.” 

District Attorney Ryan 
said, “It is important to 
know that the Department 
of Early Education and 
Care (“EEC”) is responsible 
for licensing certain of our 
state’s child care programs 
such as center-based and in- 
home day care programs. 
To obtain a license, pro- 
grams must be healthy and 
safe, maintain appropriate 
ratios of teachers to chil- 
dren, have providers with 
specialized training in child 
development and curricu- 
lum implementation, and 
require all employees to 
undergo a criminal back- 
ground check. In addition to 
the interviews, reference 
checks and _ background 
checks usually run before 
placing their children in 
daycare, parents and 
guardians should know that 
they are able to visit the 
EEC website, 
‘"www.mass.gov/eec, to deter- 
mine whether a program or 
provider is in fact licensed 
and call EEC to request a 
compliance history.” 

According to authorities, 
from August 2010 through 
August 2012, Marian Burbine 
operated a business called 
Waterfall Education Center 
which advertised a number 
of child care services includ- 
ing short and long term 
child care, group child care, 


overnight newborn care, and 
summer camp alternative 
care. Waterfall Education 
Center was not licensed by 
the Department of Early 
Education and Care there- 
fore the Burbines were not 
permitted to care for chil- 
dren outside of the chil- 
dren’s own home. 

Through the investigation, 
it was discovered that par- 
ents entrusted. their young 
children to John Burbine 
upon the recommendation of 
Marian Burbine, who knew 
her husband was a regis- 
tered sex offender who had 
three convictions for inde- 
cently assaulting children in 
1989 and supported cases 
with the Department of 
Children and Families for 
sexually assaulting boys in 
his care in 2005 and 2009. 
Marian Burbine assured 
parents that John was an 
experienced and problem- 
free babysitter. 

John Burbine was alleged 
to have raped and sexually 
assaulted boys and girls in 
his care, including 13 infants 
and young children. The 
investigation revealed evi- 
dence that John Burbine 
possessed images and 
videos, which he allegedly 
recorded of these children, 
stored on his home comput- 
er, posed in various states of 
nudity and engaged in sexu- 
al acts. 

His victims were infants 
and toddlers during the time 
of the abuse, and were from 
Stoneham, Medford, 
Newton, Reading, Melrose, 
Woburn, and Waltham. 

It is. believed that the 


alleged rapes and abuse 


occurred outside the pres- 
ence of the defendant and 
without her direct knowl- 
edge. 

John Burbine died from 
self-inflicted injuries on 
March 7 while in custody 
awaiting trial on charges of 
aggravated forcible rape of 
child, subsequent offense (40 
counts), aggravated inde- 
cent assault and battery on

Outdoor a 
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Banned 


Are you aware of smoking regulations in your town?

Fact: Cigarette smoking causes more than 480,000 deaths 
each year in the United States. 
Fact: Smoking harms nearly every organ of the body and 
can cause cancer almost anywhere in the body. 
Fact: More than 10 times as many U.S. citizens have died 
prematurely from cigarette smoking than 
in all the wars fought by the United States 
during its history. 
The above statements are true, according 
to the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC). Yet with the increasing 
popularity of electronic cigarettes and 
hookah bars, smoking is on the rise. 
In response to this, the Wilmington 
Board of Health recently changed its 
smoking laws. As of May 6, 2014, 
smoking and the use of any tobacco 
product(s) is prohibited in 
Wilmington at town-owned play- 
grounds, parks, beaches, recreational 


_ areas, and facilities. - 


"Second-hand smoke causes cancer 
and health effects on others, there- 
fore the town decided to prohibit all 
forms of smoking on public grounds 
so that everyone can enjoy recre- 
ation in the town of Wilmington," 
says Director of Public Health, 
Shelly Newhouse. 

The penalty for disobeying this law 
is $50.00 - per violation. 

"We added the fining portion for 
the police because they are the 
ones who routinely patrol Silver 
Lake," Newhouse adds. "You 
can only tell someone so 
many times to stop smoking, 
so hopefully the fining capabilities by the police will help.” 

In Tewksbury there are no outdoor smoking restrictions 
as of yet, with the exception of state law (Chapter 270, 
Section 22 (e) of the Mass General Laws) that prohibits 
smoking in outdoor spaces where open doors, windows, or 
vents allow the migration of smoke indoors to an enclosed 
workplace.

“example - “have ‘created non-smoking zones around the 


building. If a patron feels they are subjected to smoke upon 
entering the building, they are entitled to call their local 
board of health. 

"Measures would be made to prevent that from ae 
ing," says Ron Beauregard, director of the tobacco control 
program for 18 communities, including Tewksbury. 
Beauregard enforces each town's tobacco regulations set 
up by the board of health, which includes inspections at 
tobacco retailers: convenience stores, gas stations, and 
liquor stores. 


Although no law prohibits someone from smoking, state — 


law prohibits businesses from selling tobacco products to _ 


anyone under the age of 18. To further discourage this, 
Beauregard has retailers check ID for anyone who appears 
to be under the age of 27. He even sends decoy minors into 
retail stores to attempt tobacco purchases. 

"Tewksbury is regarded as one of the strictest towns for 
tobacco regulations in the state,” he said. 

Last January Tewksbury initiated laws prohibiting elec- 
tronic cigarette sales to anyone under 18. Electronic ciga- 
rettes, also known as e-cigs, are battery-powered vaporiz- 
ers. They mimic the feeling of cigarette smoking by heating 

nicotine-infused liquid, which turns into vapor when 
inhaled or "vaped." 
E-cigs were nearly a 2 billion dollar 
industry last year. Some consumers use it 
for smoking cessation, however the FDA has 
not yet determined if it is effective. = 
The major concern for both Tewksbury and 
Wilmington, who also prohibits e-cig use, is 
restricting minors' access to it. 

"E-cigs have addictive nicotine in them," says 
Beauregard. "Once the appetite for nicotine 
develops, then what? Will minors crave some- 

thing that delivers more nicotine such as 
tobacco products? We're worried that 

it's a vehicle to more tobacco products. 
The ban of e-cigs will be upheld in every 

regard by the Board of Health. 
"Wherever smoking is prohibited, the use 
of e-cigs are also prohibited: restaurants, 
bars, any workplace," says Beauregard. 


Also prohibited in Tewksbury - smoking bars - 


which includes cigar bars and hookah bars. 
Centuries ago hookahs, or water pipes, were used 
in Persia and India. These water pipes were used 
in group settings, where the mouthpiece was 
passed from person to person, to smoke fla- 
vored tobacco. 
Today, hookah cafes are 
popular among college stu- 
dents and young adults, some- 
times perceived as a healthier alternative to the cigarette 
smoking. However the CDC states hookah smoking "has 
many of the same health risks as cigarette smoking." 
Tewksbury's smoking regulations have caught the atten- 
tion of neighboring towns such as Billerica, Andover, and 
Dracut who have since adopted the ban on smoking bars 
and regulated e-cigs as well. 
Towns such as Haverhill, Dracut, and Middleton have 


“banned thé'sale of'tobaéeo at &A pharmacies like Walgreeris 


and Rite Aid and supermarkets Stop & Shop and 
Hannaford. 
As of October 1, 2014 CVS will join them. A voluntary cor- 


porate decision was made throughout the country to discon- . 


tinue all tobacco products. 

"Pharmacies now have health clinics and they have 
become:a health care facility," said Beauregard. "There is’ 
an incongruency to sell tobacco when they want to better 
the health of their customers."

plaque adorning a corner of 
the, town common with his 
signature on it. In Buckley’s 
own. words, until recently he 
was a “nobody”, and has the 
humility of a small town 
man.- With only a high 
school education and some 
gumption, Buckley left 
Wilmington for the sunny 
shores of Florida with 
dreams of making it in the 
aviation field. He would suc- 
ceed in his mission, becom- 
ing a helicopter pilot par 
excellence. However, his 
most recent contribution to 
the field of aviation is both 
his gift to Wilmington and to 
the world at large. . Buckley 
is the, inventor of a hot new 
product currently in pre-pro- 
duction, a product that is 
being bid on by governments 
around the world and com- 
mercial interests in fields as 
diverse as agriculture and 
security, Buckley has 
invented a fully amphibious 
ligarens aircraft, flexible 

- jutility and purpose. 
Bheles has created a 
- waterproof drone. 

The applications are near- 
ly limitless, and are much 
more, diverse than many 
people think when they hear 
the word “drone”. To many, 
the drone is a faceless killer, 
an- sunmanned aircraft that 
stalks. hostile skies and anni- 
hilates that below it with a

button pushed half a world 
away. Buckley is adamant 
that this is only one facet of 
what drones, and his drone 
in particular, are capable of. 

“There are so many appli- 
cations. My drone can do 
eighty percent of what a hel- 
icopter can do at one six- 
teenth the cost. From trans- 
porting people, surveying 
land, fighting massive fires 
and even doing weather 
research, this machine is 
capable of nearly anything.” 
Buckley went on to say that 
his drone is capable of flying 
into clouds and taking scien- 
tific measurements, of find- 
ing the wéak spots in wild- 
fires from above for firemen 
to fight the flames more 
effectively, and even survey- 
ing borders and protecting 
physical items in developing 
countries. With the United 
States Military pulling out of 
Afghanistan, these drones, 
water proof, lightweight and 
agile as well as environmen- 
tally friendly, are thought to 
be excellent additions to the 
Afghan army, allowing them 
to patrol and analyze the dif- 
ficult and lawless corners of 
their nation without fear of 
loss of life. 

Buckely even saw applica- 
tions in places as innocuous 
as a warm and welcoming 
Florida beach. “Imagine if 
the lifeguard could send a 
drone out to a struggling 
swimmer and have it tug

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them in with a rope, or if it 
could analyze the water to 
determine if there were 
sharks present?

Buckley plans to pay hom- 
age to his hometown in addi- 
tional ways as well. He 
plans on making three dif- 
ferent models of the device, 
a small, medium and large 
class. The medium class he 
has decided to name the 
Wilmington Class, as 
Wilmington is a medium 
sized town and “allowed me 
to learn and find my path in 
life.” He is uncertain what 
the names with be for the 
large and small class mod- 
els, although he is leaning 
toward the “wildcat” for the 
small class. 

Buckley said that while 
amphibious. drones — have 
been attempted before, the 
majority of people making 
them were “hobbyists” and 
“mechanical engineers with- 
out any flying experience.”

According to Neil Ellis, students like taking 
tests on computers, rather than on paper. 

Stperintendent-elect Mary DeLai echoed 
earlier comments and noted that PARCC is 
very much “a district-based decision.” 

Changes in discipline 

Andy Waugh, Wilmington’s School 
Department counsel, informed the 
Committee of the new disciplinary changes 
that stem from a law signed by Governor 
Patrick on August 6, 2012. Its centerpiece is 
this: expulsion is now a last resort. 

“There’s going to be a need to update hand- 
book language,” Waugh said. ~ 

S¢hools will be tasked with providing edu- 
cational services to students who receive 
lengthy suspensions. Students also cannot 
be removed for more than ninety days. 

Also, when a student is removed from 
school for fewer than ten days, the principal 
must meet with his or her family and must 
send a letter home. A student who is handed 
a*lengthy suspension now has the right to 
call and cross-examine witnesses. 

Expelled students and their families will 
be able to select from multiple educational 
services. 

“Tf you’re putting someone out, it’s going to 


be more of a process,” he said. “It’s going to 
make administrators think twice before issu- 
ing discipline.” 

But it could have implications—one of 
them being that, in cases of bullying, the 
victim could again be attacked during cross- 
examination. 

Still, Wilmington is lucky. It has not had 
severe issues like expulsion, removal to 
another district, and this Waugh acknowl- 
edged. 

“It’s fixing a problem” that hasn’t existed 
in a lot of districts, he said. 

New Website 

Neil Ellis, the technology coordinator, 
showed a prototype of the new district web- 
site. The old one, he said, was too cluttered. 
According to Superintendent Joanne 
Benton, everything is now consolidated-on 
the main website. They worked with Sterling 
Technologies to develop it. 

They’re also creating a district app for 
Androids and iPhones.

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the way of medical information about MS,” Carrai said. 

According to the National Multiple Sclerosis Society, approx- 
imately 2.5 million people worldwide and 400,000 in the United 
States are afflicted with MS, an autoimmune disease that 
affects the central nervous system. The insulating covers of the 
brain and the spinal cord become inflamed and may cause a 
wide range of neurological problems, with autonomic, visual, 
sensory and motor issues being the most common. There is no 
known cure, though there are modifying treatments have been 
developed and research continues.

Though it’s filled to the 
brim with self-deprecatory 
jibes about the inferiority of 
sequels, “22 Jump Street” is 
the: rare follow-up — that 
improves on its predecessor. 

The 2012 spoof of Johnny 
Depp’s 80s Fox series showed 
that Jonah Hill and Channing 
Tatum made a good comedic 
team, and for its first half it 
offered a solid blend of farce 
and action. But it deteriorated 
badly in the second hour, giv- 
ing’. way to an excess of 
raunchiness and bombastic, 
poorly-choreographed _ set- 
pieces. 

* #22, Jump Street,” by com- 
parison, doesn’t eliminate the 
raunchiness completely, but 
reduces it substantially, and 
the’ action sequences are 
much wittier and well-shaped 
this time around. And since 
Hill and Tatum continue to 
play off so well against one 
another, the result is an enjoy- 
ablé ride, from an initial slap- 
stick chase scene down to a 
final-credits joke about future 
installments in the series 
that’s ‘worth staying “around 
for. 

The plot is essentially what 
Chief Hardy (Nick Offerman) 
says it is in giving doofus offi- 
cers Schmidt (Hill) and Jenko 
(Tatum) their new assignment 
(going undercover on a cam- 
pus, though this time at the 
collegiate rather than the high 
school level): the same thing 
as before, though he adds that 
it’s always worse the second 
time around. Their first mis- 
sion, involving lectures from 
an online university, brings 
them literally face-to-face 
with exotic animals being 
fenced by a crime lord called 
Ghost (Peter Stormare). It 
goes badly, ending up with the 
partners dangling from a 
speeding eighteen-wheeler. 

: The second, however, takes 
the duo back under the direc- 
tion. .of volatile Captain 
Dickson (Ice Cube) of the 
reconstituted Jump Street unit 
(moved across the street from 
a shuttered Korean church to 
a+ closed-down Vietnamese 
one) and onto an actual cam- 
pus, where they again enroll 


as pseudo-students Doug and 
Brad McQuaid to ferret out 
the dealer of a new drug 
called WyFy implicated in a 
coed’s death. 

Needless to say, their bum- 
bling investigation does not go 
particularly well, but their 
efforts to fit in bring about the 
real centerpiece of the script: 
the effect that college life has 
on their closer-than-close 
camaraderie. In effect the pic- 
ture becomes a dippy send-up 
of Hollywood conventions, 
with their bromance threat- 
ened when Jenko falls in with 
the fraternity headed by Zook 
(Wyatt Russell), quarterback 
of the football team, who 
becomes his best buddy when 
Jenko proves to be not only a 
kindred wild spirit but the 
perfect receiver on the field. 

In a reversal of the first 
movie, though, while Jenko 
fits in perfectly with the hard- 
drinking frat crowd, Schmidt 
is dismissed as a nerdy schlub 
and feels betrayed by his part- 
ner, especially since he sus- 
pects that Zook is the dealer 
they’re looking for. His loneli- 
ness isn’t even assuaged by a 
budding romance with pretty 
Maya (Amber Stevens), who 
just coincidentally proves to 
be...no, that would be spoiling 
things. Suffice it to say that 
after a campus chase in which 
Ghost and his henchmen use a 
Hummer to pursue our 
heroes, who are ensconced in 
a dumpy little golf cart 
absurdly shaped like a huge 
football helmet, onto the field 
during a game, everything 
winds up during spring break 
in Mexico, where the campus 
kingpin in the drug distribu- 
tion scheme is revealed and 
the guys wind up dangling 
from the helicopter in which 
Ghost is escaping—a scene 
that, after the introductory 
chase sequence, bookends 
things nicely. 

Plenty of guest s stop 
by unannounced for cameos, 
including a couple from the 
old TV show and two from the 
first movie. Most of these bits 
are little more than throw- 
aways, and some (like that 
featuring the — surprise 
returnees from the previous 
flick) serve only to reinforce

is, but the one in the closing 
credits montage is a doozy. 

Despite the inside jokes, a 
“23 Jump Street” is probably 
already in the planning 
stages. 


“MALEFICENT” 
GRADE: *** 


With powerful visuals, 
imagination to spare and a 
great performance by 
Angelina Jolie, “Maleficent” 
reworks the story of Sleeping 
Beauty with grace and humor. 

Of course there’s the worry 
if today’s kids even know who 
Sleeping Beauty is. Truth be 
told, though, it shouldn’t mat- 
ter. 

“Maleficent” builds its own 
magical world while following 
a narrative that feels more 
modern. Major credit has to 
be given to first-time director 
Robert Stromberg, but it’s 
hard to imagine anyone bring- 
ing more to the title role than 
Jolie, who mixes majesty with 
humor and a stunning look. 
She’s having a delicious time, 
and serving up a reminder 
that female action heroes are 
free to kick butt these days. 

Maleficent is a powerful 
young fairy living in an 
enchanted land that borders a 
human kingdom. And in 
terms of enchantment, we’re 
talking “Avatar” levels of 
invention and sparkle here 
(the 3-D is superb). One day 
she meets a human boy, 
Stefan (Sharlto Copley), and 
as they grow up together, they 
fall in love. 

But then the human king 
decides to invade the enchant- 
ed land. Bad idea. Maleficent 
and a host of tree-warriors 
send the humans running. 
The dying king offers his 
crown to anyone who can 
exact revenge. So the ambi- 
tious Stefan meets up with his 
childhood friend, drugs her, 
and cuts off her wings. 

Disfigured and darkened 
inside, Maleficent becomes a 
hardened ruler of the land, 
transforming a crow into a 
changeling named Diaval 
(Sam Riley), who becomes 
her spy and servant. 

When she hears that 
Stefan, who is now king, has 
had a child with his queen, 
she shows up for the christen- 
ing and puts a curse on the 
young girl: On the day she 
turns 16 she will prick her fin- 
ger on a spinning wheel and 
fall into a coma. The only 
thing that can wake her is a 
kiss from a true love. The 
catch is, Maleficent doesn’t 
believe in true love. 

Stefan declares the baby 
should be taken to a secret 
place and held there until the 
day after her 16th birthday. 
She’s to be cared for by a trio 
of ditzy-sweet fairies (Imelda 
Staunton, Lesley Manville and 
Juno Temple) who resemble 
the Three Stooges. 

But Maleficent finds out 
where the girl (eventually 
Elle Fanning) is taken. And 
she observes from afar. 
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Eventually, despite consistent- 
ly caustic remarks, she finds 
herself drawn to the child she 
has cursed. 

The great weapon screen- 
writer Woolverton wields here 
is humor, and Jolie’s deadpan 
delivery is extremely effec- 
tive. No matter how hardened 
Maleficent may appear, the 
wisecracks let us know there’s 
still someone inside. 

As usual, humans don’t 
come off too well in this tale. 
Better to hang out with the 
happy trolls and flying sprites 
of a magical world than to 
deal with greedy homo sapi- 
ens. Such is the escape of 
fairy tales, though, and 
“Maleficent” provides that 
release from reality with 
beauty, wit and _ energy. 
Children of all ages will be 
amazed,

US home building declined 6.5 percent in May 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The pace of U.S home con- 
struction slipped in May with 
many Americans still strug- 
gling to afford new houses. 

Builders started work at a 
seasonally adjusted annual 
rate on 1.01 million homes last 
month, the Commerce 
Department said Tuesday. 
That was down 6.5 percent 
from 1.07 million in April. 

Construction firms began 
work on fewer single-family 
houses, condominiums and 
apartments last month. 

Home construction has 
struggled to gain much trac- 
tion this year, limiting its abil- 
ity to contribute as much to
